PSC announces another area 
code for State of Alabama 


The Alabama Public Service 
Commission has announced that 
“256” will become the state’s newest 
area code. 

The new code will cover much of 
north and east Alabama going into 
effect on Sept. 28, 1998. 

North American Numbering Plan 
officials issued the new code to Ala- 
bama after the PSC decided in favor 
of a geographic “split” in the exist- 
ing “205” area code.

The new “256” area code will ap- 
ply to north Alabama cities such as 


Florence, Athens, Huntsville, Cull- 
man, Albertville and Fort Payne, 
plus east Alabama cities such as 
Gadsden, Anniston, Talledega, Syla- 
cauga, Alexander City and Wedow- 
ee, 

The remainder of the existing 
“205” area code district remains un- 
changed, This area includes cities 
such as Pell City, Birmingham and 
its local calling area, Clanton, York, 
Tuscaloosa, Jasper and Hamilton. 

“There will be a transitional peri- 
od beginning on March 23, 1998,” 
PSC spokeswoman Judy McLean 
said, “Between March 23 and the 
mandatory cutover date of Sept. 23,

He was the head coach 
at Kinston from 1983-84, and led 
Flomaton to back-to-back — un- 
defeated seasons in 1986 and 1987. 

Cottrell was a graduate assistant 
at Florida State in 1989, before be- 
coming the recruiting coordinator for 
the Seminoles in 1990.

*Inspect and add soii to depressed 
areas where water may pond. 

*Inspect roof drainage and gutters 
to ensure that run-off is diverted 
away from the disposal area, 

"Consider having the septic tank 
pumped out. The Alabama Dept. of 
Public Health recommends having 
septic tanks pumped out every three 
to five years to eliminate sludge 
build-up. 

“After weather conditions im- 
prove, the system should return to 
normal functioning,” Brown said. “If 
anyone continues to experience 
problems with septic systems, con- 
tact us for assistance,”

Green thumbs and seed pots 


One of my most delightful visits 
so far in 1998 was with Gene and 
Ruth Pipkins. The Pipkins’ farm, 
Windy Acres, is located southwest 
of Enterprise on the Bellwood Road. 

As I was leaving later, my gra- 
cious host and I had our only disa- 
greement. I called him an “expert 
gardener.” He refused to let me call 
him that. But, still... 

Pipkins was in his homemade 
green house when I arrived, getting 
his bedding tables ready for seed 
pots. Target date was March 9. A 
commercial gardener, with produce 
to be available for sale later, Pipkins 
operates on a much larger scale than 
our new, first-time, home gardeners 
will. 

Pipkins’ main tomato crop will 
focus primarily on the “Terrific” va- 
riety because of its high resistance 
to wilt and nematodes. He and his 
wife Ruth will fill 72-cell trays with 
potting soil mixture and seeds. 

Resting on two large beds, heat- 
ed by circulating gas-fueled hot wa- 
ter in hoses underneath the seed 
trays, Pipkins can propagate as 
many as 10,000 plants at a time, 

After “hardening off,” (climatiz- 
ing the seedlings from greenhouse 
to outside environment), Pipkins 
will have his tomatoes in the ground 
around March 15. Transplanting is 
done with a mechanical planter 
with Miss Ruth at the controls. 

Oddly enough, when I asked this 
“experienced” gardener his advice 
for new gardeners, it wasn’t about 
the vegetables themselves. It was

about record keeping. 

“Anyone with a garden should 
keep good notes on a handy calen- 
dar. Or keep some kind of log. 
Then, next year you can go back 
and see what you did,” he ex- 
plained. “If something didn’t turn 
out so good, you can see what you 
did and change it. If it turned out 
real good,” Pipkins added, “then 
you can repeat it.” 

I also think everybody who gar- 
dens should have at least a little 
greenhouse. “Even if it’s nothing 
but just a real small home-made 
greenhouse on a sunny window 
ledge," he advised, “you can make 
good use of it.” 

Pipkins has been gardening on a 
serious scale since 1974. But, begin- 
ning gardeners may do well to start 
slow, as Miss Ruth advises. ‘Tell 
them to not get in a big hurry,” was 
her parting advice. 

For beginning gardeners, a visit 
to the local seed stores (or Windy 
Acres) will probably fill most every 
need for plants and seed. But, be 
sure to select healthy-looking, 
stocky plants. Don’t set them out too 
early. And, keep an eye on them eve- 
ry day. 

If you want to have a little extra 
fun, go ahead and try starting your 
own plants. from seeds. There are 
peat pots and potting soil on the lo- 
cal market right now. 

Just fill the pots about 1/2" from 
the top, put in 2 or 3 seed to allow 
for less than 100 percent germina- 
tion, and keep the soil moist. After 
germination, thin your seedlings to 
one per pot. 

Covering a small tray of seed pots 
with glass or plastic will keep 
enough moisture in to do the job. 
You can do all this in a moderately 
warm place in your home. After the 
seedlings are 4 or 5 inches tall, begin 
sitting them outside a little each day 
to “harden them off.” 

Voila! Your own plants from 
scratch. 

After the danger of frost has past 
and the plants have 4 to 6 true toma- 
to leaves on them, they are ready to 
go into your garden. _

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SEVERAL RESOLUTIONS PASSED BY COMMISSIONERS 


County adopts three-year road plan Whitworth qualifies as candidate

The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session Monday eve- 
ning at 6:30 p.m. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell’s 
gave a presentation of a three-year 
plan for the upgrading of the 
county’s road system. He also pre- 
sented several resolutions which the 
commissioners approved. 

Tindell began his presentation by 
mentioning an article which he read 
in a local newspaper over the week- 
end concerning home rule. 

He noted that county commis- 
sions have a limited authority when 
it comes to governing the county. 

Tindell pointed out a local bill 
now pending in the state legislature 
which will take away even more of 
the commission’s authority. 

At the present time, counties have 
the authority to set weight limits on 
trucks using county roadways. The 
new legislation, should it pass, 
would prohibit counties from setting 
weight limits on trucks - specifically 
log trucks. 

The engineer went on to explain 
to members of the commission what 
this would mean to local government 
and how it would be detrimental to 
the county’s roads. 

Tindell noted that, at the present 
time, the county has a very good 
working relationship with most of 
the loggers working in and around 
Coffee County. 

He noted that passage of the bill 
prohibiting the county’s ability to 
regulate the weight limit on county 
roads and bridges could cause the

Ronnie Whitworth made it offi- 
cial Monday when he qualified as a 
candidate for Coffee County sheriff 
on the Democratic ticket.

LEGAL FOR POLiCE CHIEF TO POLITIC ON OFF TIME

The Elba City Council had a 


bombshell dropped on them at the 
beginning of the regular meeting 
Monday night when Police Chief 
Ronnie Whitworth opened his oth- 
erwise routine report by telling the 
city fathers that he would be a can- 
didate for sheriff in the upcoming 
Democratic primary. 

Whitworth will continue his work 
with the Elba Police Department, 
politicking on his off duty time, ac- 
cording to Mayor James Grimes. 

The mayor reported he had 
checked the legality of the chief con- 
tinuing as chief while running for 
elective office. According to his 
findings in the state code books, 
Whitworth can do so as long as it is 
not a municipal office he is seeking. 

Council member Ronnie Ham- 
mond commended the police and 
fire departments for their rapid re- 
sponse time. He cited a recent case 
of him calling 911 about a nearby 
fire and having a police officer on 
the scene by the time he grabbed a 
fire extinguisher and ran out of his 


office. He said the fire truck was 
there moments later. 

Hammond said, “those people are 
often taken for granted, but I was 
amazed at their rapid reaction to a 
call for help.” 

Grimes reported that the existing 
Blue Cross/Blue Shield health in- 
surance premium has increased 33% 
in the past four years and was sched- 
uled to go up an additional 10.67% 
in the contract which takes effect in 
April. 

He recommended changing to a 
policy by the local government ben- 
efit plan, which operates the in- 
surance of state employees. The new 
policy would automatically include 
dental and visual ceverage at no ad- 
ditional cost. 

The council approved this change 
after hearing that Grimes had 
checked with cities and counties ( in- 
cluding Coffee County) which have 
been using this policy for several 
years. 

The council also approved a re- 
alignment of charges tor employees 
using family coverage.
